GTON, Dec. 16.—The

As far as I could see, both Ger- 
many and England were dotted with 
“Keep off” signs. y Germany 
made a more businesslike job of it. 

The greatest claim made for the 
“British idea” is that England has 
been successful as a world ruler. I 
claim that. as a world ruler, Ger- 
many would be an equal success and 
an equal failure. 


Under Other Conditions. __ 

It t my firm conviction that 
were Germany to expand her terri- 
tories to the point where she no 
longer lived a life of constant peril. 
the German people would lose most 
of their present characteristics. 

Were she to capture India, Ger- 
many could aot rule it as she does 
Berlin. She might try tt for a while, 
but her administration wuld prob- 
ably sink—or rise if you prefer it 
that way—to the English ‘evel. 

Speaking broadly, no one can gov- 
ern colonies badly. If you govern 
them badly you inevitably iese them. 
You can’t overtax a people. It isn’t 
practicable. In order to provide for 
himeelf a prodigal revenue, the ruler 
must tMmuuce a prodigal pr -sperity. 


And a yrodigal prosperity cannot 
exist side by side with excessive 
taxation. 


As a mere matter of efficiency, it 
is not practicable to rule with bru- 
tality and harshness. Such a rule 
creates hatred and plots of revolu- 
tion. Hatred and threats of revolu- 
tion are exceedingly expensive to 
deal with. Tyranny costs too much. 

The thing seems to go in 4 circle 
To be too extravagant 
*olitical economy compels the tryant 
to be reasonable. Business efficiency 
‘s only possible by means of a hu- 
mane rule. Justice tempered with 
mercy is good business. And both 
the Germans and Englishmen are 
zood business men. Both can be de 
pended upon to show scientific self- 
ishness as world rulers. 

Parenthetically, it may be re- 
marked that the recent gain of Ger 
man commerce over English com- 
merce is really due less to the svu- 
eriority of the German commerc.a 
‘ystem than to the growth of rapid 
transportation. England formerl 
tood at the gates of the world tak- 
ng toll of commerce. She didn" 
‘ave to work for a living. She just 
ook up the tickets. The English- 
man was the world’s middleman 
Rapid ocean traffic has iatterly 
enabled the shut-in nations to cut 
vut the middleman to a great ex- 
tent.

Should the German idea sweep to 
the ends of the earth: should the 
‘rrofoun 
hecome’a world ruler, it will be in- 
eresting to note what effect it has 
pon the German's literal habit of 
telling the truth. 

It ie not always practical to tel) 
the truth—or at least the whole 
truth—to colonies. They have to be 
‘fed up” with versions of the facts 
from which the asperities have 
seen removed. England has-always 
heen careful in this regard. 

The fame of the “British idea” is 
a tribute to the skill with which Al-

Turkey's participation itn this war 
is targely due to England's treach- 
ery in the Balkan War. Turkey was 
anxious to avold the horrors of that 
war. England gave her word of 
honor that, if Turkey would de- 
mobilize her troops, the Balkan 
states would not be allowed to 
make war. Not only did Turkey 
do this, but as an evidence of good 
faith sent her best troops way down 
into Asia Minor. No sooner had 
this demobilization been accom- 
plished than England, tin violation 
of her promise, permitted the Bal- 
kan states to attack Turkey. The 
result was the defeat of Turkey and 
the loss of a vast area from her 
empire.

Shaw’s Comments. 

As a matter of fact, during this 
war, more than 20,000 people were 
driven like cattle out of Czernowitz 
by the Russians, hundreds of them 
dying of exposure. The British have 
never mentioned this: George Ber 
nard Shaw in his Napoleonic play, 
“The Man of Destiny,” makes a good 
deal of fun of this chara of 
the British. 

“Every Englishman,” Shaw says. 
“Is born with a certain miraculous 
power that makes him master of

Germany takes over the rule 
of the world from England she wi! 
he. in the end, no better and neo 
worse than the British, in this re 
gard. She will probably find that 
upon no other terms can the world 
be ruled for very long. Equivoca- 
tion and a correct moral attitude 
seem to be a part of the job. 

At least I assume that equivoca- 
tion is one of the necessities of 
world rule. England is accused 
even by her own citizens of a stud- 
led plan of withholding the truth 
The English are not an immoral) 
people; they have learned how to 
rule, and they mix deception with 
government. So I am willing to as- 
sume that experience demonstrates 
that a “correct moral attitude” is 
a necessary dient to world dom- 
ination. 

The events of this war have been 
a marvelously tlluminating example 
of Germany's inexperience as a press 
agent. The worst handicap that Ger- 
many has had to face has been not 
the might of the British fleet or the 
French or Russian armies. 
many’s real enemy has been the bad 
opinion of the world. Germany be- 
came the villain of the plece by the 


ish public men. Both sides have 
tried to paint the other black, but 
the Germans were amateurs in the 
hands of the British. The British 
have succeeded in thoroughly plant- 
Ing the idea that the Germans are 
unfit for rule. Especially they have 
painted them as Huns—as brutal 
monsters. 

Every war has been disgraced by 
a lot of ~ that shouldn't have 
happened. ur own record is «a 
pretty bad one. The most dreadful 
atrocities during this war have been 
committed by the Spahis, the na- 
tive troops, brought to the battle 
front y were abso- 
lutely yond the control of the 
French officers. Next in the degree 
of shocking crimes against human- 
ity. were the deeds of the Russian 
in East Prussia. 
Among the civilized soldiers there 
have been isolated instances of out- 
rages on the part of soldiers against 
civillans and on the part of soldiers 
against each other. Each govern- 
ment has done its level best to curb 
these atrocities, and all have suc- 
ceedegd to a really astonishing de- 
gree. But atrocities have been com- 
mitted by every army. 

There its nothing in the alleged 
“atrocities” in Belgium that shows 
in any way that Germany is not fit 
or ready to give an efficient and hu- 
pone administration to vast popula- 

ons. 

I went tnto thie matter thoroughly 
in Germany, Holland and England. 
I interviewed neutral correspondents 
and neutral army officers as well as 
the belligerents. I came to the set- 
tled conviction that the atrocity 
stories of both sides were mostly 
fakes. / 

England shrieked with horror at 
the German duplicity at invading 
Belgium, disregarding the abso- 
lutely conclusive evidence that Eng- 
land intended to invade Belgium 
herself, or at least to attack the 
German right flank sending 
ftroops across Belgium soi 

The world knows better now; Is 
beginning to see through the gentle 
equivocations of Downing street; but 
for a year or two England succeeded 
in her effort to make the world be- 
lieve that she went into this war 
to avenge “poor tittle Belgium.” 

While in London I heard a dis- 
tinguished Frenchman give a lec- 
ture in which he created a profound 
sensation by one remark. 

“At the beginning of the war,” he 
said, “some of my French friends

She asked the price of bacon 
per pound and decided to purchase 
only “10 cents’ worth.” While the 
meat cutter was weighing up her 
purchase she observed that he had 
docked her nearly 50 per cent. of 
the actual cost for a pound in 
weight for the small purchase.

MANY MEXICANS 
ARE COMING IN. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.)' Dec. 13.— 
The statement which the United 
States Immigration Department re- 
cently issued, that the tog! number 
of Mexicans who entered this coun- 
try during the year 1916 would be 
a little in excess of 17,000, is nearly 
300,000 short of the actual estimate 
of the approximate number of these 
foreigners who have crossed the 
border into Texas, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and California during the last 
twelve months. The government's 
figures include only the Mexicans 
/who came the United States 
(through the regular immigration 
|; Channels. The great bulk of these 
immigrants entered this country sur- 
| reptitiously, crossing at border: 
points where the immigration laws 
were not applied. 

in support of the estimate that 
not less than 300,000 Mexicans came 
to this side of the international 
boundary during the past year, it is 
pointed out that the Mexican popu- 
lation of San Anton alone has in- 
creased approximately 25,000 during 
that period. There are 30.000 more 
Mexicans in E! Paso and immediate- 
ly adjacent territory than there were 
a year ago. All the other border 
towns, such as Browneville, Laredo 
and Eagle Pass, to say nothing of 
the larger cities of the State, such 
as Dallas, Houston, Waco, Galveston 
and Austin, have had their Mexican 
colonies augmented .by the thou- 
sands. The overfiow has epread into 
every part of Texas and the South- 


| west and extends into many of the 
States of the Middie West. 


EVIDENCE OF INFLAX. 
Further evidence of the big influx 


creases of the population of all the 
cities and towns of Northern Mex 
ico. It is stated that Chihuahua has 
lost more than 60,000 of its inhabi- 
tants, Monterey 40,000, Torreon 
(25,000 and other cities to a corre-| 
sponding degree. 
Labor agents are sending Mexicans 
to remote parts of the country by 
every departing train from border 
points. Frederick N. Huff, special 
representative of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, has sent nearly 3000 Mex- 
ican laborers from here to Girard 
Point, Pa., during ‘the last week. 
Notwithstanding the great influx 
of Mexicans, they find employment 
almost the moment they reach this 
side of the Rio Grande. While they 
are at first fitted only tor farm tabor, 
they soon improve in efficiency and 
a small percentage of them enter 
various lines of trade. In Texas and 
all over the Southwest and as far 
north as Kansas and Nebraska Mex- 
icane are fitting into labor niches, 
displacing negroes and foreigners 
from across the seas. Under ordi- 
nary conditions the average Mexican 
of the lower class is very submissive 
to any kind of authority that may 
be exercised over him. He is un- 
compiaining and. works with a dog- 
gedness that makes him unusually 
acceptable for almost any character 
of manual labor. He has already 
displaced negro laborers upon many 
farms and plantations of Texas. He 
is also employed to the exclusion of 
all others in railroad construction 
and similar work. 
EMPLOYMENT PLENTY. 


The fact that there has so far 
been no lack of employment for 
common laborers. in Texas has made 
the entry of the Mexicans in such 
great numbers into various lines: of 
industry unobjectionabie to the 
union-labor organizations; on the 
contrary, this foreign element is wel- 
comed by most unions. If the influx 
of Mexicans continues, however, at 
its present rate the labor demands 
will be more than supplied within 
the next few years and it is not im- 
probable that the regulations gov- 
erning the entry of this class of im- 
migrants will be made more strict 
than at present. 

One of the interesting features of 
this increase of foreign citizenship is 
that it ie adding materially to the 
cost of education by the State of 
Texas. The new compulsory educa- 
tion law provides that all children 
of certain ages shall be required to 
attend school. The act t into 
effect at the beginning of pres- 
ent scholastic year, and it is caus- 
ing thousands of Mexican children 
who had heretofore never attended 
school to be gathered into the edu- 
cational net of the State. In South 
Texas where the Mexican population 
is very large, the public schools are 
already overcrowded with Mexican 
children. In some communities the 
existing school buildings are incap- 
able of accommodating the addi- 
tions which the Mexicans have given 
to the scholastic population. 

It is remarkable that the horde 
of hunger-pinched, poverty-stricken, 
copper-colored natives from the war- 
torn republic who heve entered 
Texas, New Mexico and Arizona dur- 
ing the period of tubulence in their 
native land have not appealed to 
the charity of the municipal authori- 
ties and others upon this side of the 
border in great numbers. It is stated 
by representatives of charitable or- 
ganizations that they have had com- 
paratively few requests for assist- 
ance from these newcomers. It is 
rarely that one of them is seen 
begging, and the few Mexican sup- 
plicants for alms that are to be 
seen in San Antonio and @ther bor- 
der towns are usually aged women 
who have perhaps been long recog- 
nized as one of the established and 
picturesque street institutions. No 
Mexican ever becomes a real vaga- 
bond or tramp. 


THE BETTER CLASS. | 
Those belonging to the better class 
of Mexicans who have entered this 
country for the purpose of improving 
their material condition, or as en- 
forced refugees, usually locate in 
the cities or towns, but the laboring 
element seek the rural districts as 
quickly as they can obtain employ- 
ment after crossing the border. It is 
apparent that the immigration of 
the ewer class of Mexicans to Texas 
has been greatiy stimulated by the 
activities of labor agents located at 
Browneville, Laredo, Eagle Pass and 
(El Paso. These men usually have 
_eontracts to supply laborers in large 
;numbers for the farms, plantations, 
| railroads and industries in other 
parts of the State. The railroad fares 
of entire families of immigrants are 
advanced by the labor agents, and 
‘his money is deducted from the first 
vages of the laborers. When the . re+

Chauages in Plumbing Law are All 
Right, He Believes, but not 
Enotgh Time is Given to Jobbers 
and Material Men to Clean up 
Their Stocks. 


Believing that the amended 
plumbing ordinance would work a 
hardship on jobbers and material- 
men, Mayor Woodman yesterday} 
returned it to the Council without 
his signature and it was referred to’ 
the Health and Sanitation Com- 
mittee for reconsideration. 
The ordinance provides that 
waste pipes be changed from black 
irom to galvanized iron and also 
that traps be made of cast brass 
instead of drawn brass. The Mayor 
did not object to the changes but 
he opposed having the ordinance 
become effective February 1. He 
suggested the date bé@ changed to 
May 1 and the Council probably 
will accede -to his request.

"GRAND JURY MAKES ITS 
FINAL REPORT FOR YEAR. 


Judicial Body Requests Po 
torney Independent of the District Attorney's Office 
and for the Creation of Separate Funds for its Use to 
Widen Range of Constructi ve Action. 


to Appoint its Own At- 


UGGESTING that mem- 
bers of the present body should 
be carried over into the one to 

be formed, the Los ‘Angeles county 
grand jury yesterday feported for 
the year to Superior Judge Willis. 

The jury recommends that all 
work that has been left incomplete 
should be placed in the hands of the 


vestigated or turned over to the 
jury to be impaneled in a few days. 

Practically the only incomplete 
portion of the work has been that in 
the Law Enforcement 
Committee. It concerns the inves- 
tigation of alleged corruption in the 
police department and also the pre- 
sumed criminality of persons in 
high places in the city.

“We regret that the at- 
titude and activity of some ‘disin- 
terested citizens’ have lost us y.«lu- 
able time that might otherwise have 
“been used in confirming certain im- 
portant testimony given us by ‘this 
witness.” This apparently has to do 
with the demand made by certain 
attorneys that Bitten be placed in 
the jall and not be allowed to re- 
main in a hotel. Arguments over 
this matter occupied almcst two 
soem, thus hindering the investiga- 
tion. 

“If only a small amount of this 
witness's testimony can svb- 
stantiated, it will be along lines that 
will be found of great importance to 
the law officers of the city and 
county,”’ the report states.

SCHOOL FOR POLICEMEN. | 

Taken as a whole the Los Angeles 
police force is the equal of any force in 
any city of the same size. There are black 
sheep in every fiock. That’s what they 
would have called a bromide severa) years 
ago. Los Angeles cannot expect to have 
its police force composed entirely of saints, 
there must be some sinners. 

While, however, the local force is quite 
up to the average, there is room for im- 
provement and the police school just estab- 
lished through the efforts of Chief Butler 
will be a great help in achieving it. The 
City Council acted wisely when it agreed 
to make an appropriation for this work. 

The course for the police schoo] here 
is modeled on that of New York, which 
means it will be a grind for the men, but 
will tremendously increase their efficiency. 
People who think a policeman’s job merely 
consists of walking up and down the streets 
looking wise would change their minds if 
they could follow a patrolman through the 
course in the school. 

In that school the men will be taught 
how to nse their heads as well as their 
hands.* They will obtain an adequate notion 
of the laws governing arrests and of the 
rights of citizens and also of some of the 
city ordinances. It is important that every 
policeman should know his rights and the 
limitations of his rights, but he can’t be

A _ bel- 
ligerent must remain under suspicion till 
the terms on which it will make a definite 
settlement are unequivocally stated. 

The final test for both Germany and Eng- 
land as to the sincerity of their expressed 
desire for permanent peace must be a wil- 
lingness on both sides to enter on equal 
terms and international combination, de- 
signed to render all future wars impossible 
through an arbitration court backed by the 
armed might of all the peoples of the world. 


DOUBTFUL REMEDY. 
Despondent over ill health, a Los An- 

geles woman attempted to end her life by 

inhaling gas, but was rescued by a neigh- 
bor. Taking one’s life into one’s own 
hands is a doubtful business at best. While 
the dead may not be censured for their 
manner of taking leave of the world, the 
living may well pause to consider whether 
or not wisdom ever justifies such a pro- 
cedure. It is reasonable to suppose that 
the “Tomorrow of Death” will find each one 
of us face to face with the same puzzling 
self that on this plane of existence is at 
once his inspiration and his despair, his 
sweet wine and his bitter poison. Suicide, 
after all, is probably but a poor make- 
shift, an attempt to evade the vital issues 
life rather than an expectation of solv- 
the problems of existence. Even 
though suffering from extreme embarras- 
ment and intense pain, the normal indivi- 
dual hesitates to take such a step because 
he finds it hard to believe that by volun- 
tarily destroying his body he can also 
annihilate that spark of intelligence that 
endows him with the prerogative of choice.

{Army and Navy Register:] The training 
camps for citizens will be an important 
subject which Secretary Baker will consider 
during the next month in order to make 
some important recommendations he has in 
contemplation and which will be presented 
to the military committees of Congress.

Photographing the Eclipse. 

Caelostadt is the name of an in- 
genious invention which is being 
perfected by Prof. Edison 8. Pettit 
of Washburn College, in connection 
with his work on the total eclipse 
of the sun in 1918. Pettit by rea- 
son of his remarkable advance re- 
search concerning the future eclipse 
has been invited by the American 


Astronomical Society to participate | 


and aid in the observations which 
will principally be made at Denver, 
Colo. The caelostadt is a mirror- 
lense to throw the image of the 
eclipse upon the camera. The in- 
genuity of it lies in the clock work 
which varies minutely the defiection 
of the lens to correspond with the 
almost imperceptible movement of 
the sun during the time that the 
camera exposure is made. Thus 
an absolutely accurate image is se- 
cured. 

The eclipse does not occur until 
1918, but a vast amcunt of pre- 
liminary research .work has been 
done by Prof. Pettit, which has 
been commended by

N UNDESIRABLE condition 

confronts us, and the surest 

way to change that condition 
is to understand its cause. Without 
a.particle of doubt, that condition Is 
the far-flung effect of history's 
@reatest value destroyer—the war. 
Just as Los Angeles shivers with 
a frosty morning or two fol- 
lowing a frozen blast in the East, 
We & TeBUil Oi (ais 
sreatest world tragedy. As we s.t 
aere tonight with our problems, let 
48 not permit them to inrict normal 
pain, but let us, with tne knowledge 
that this is the saddest period of 
recorded time, bear our comparative 
minus share of woe with extreme 
patience. 

But that does not mean submis- 
sion; there is work to do. 

Now the first activity should be 
to determine what share of the high 
cost of living is caused directly by 
the war and what share by manipu- 
lation and monopoly trading on the 
War as a blind. 

WIPE OUT SPECULATOR. 


We can by intell'gent action les- 
sen the direct result, and we must 
mmercifully wipe out the war-time 
food speculator and his game. We 
seem to ve about this job, for there 
are now in process Federal, State 
and city investigations, especiali 
pointed to unreasonable food storag 
and refrigerat:on, and with publi 
sentiment in the highest degree 


do we not overdo the thing! To 
be specific and at the same time ii- 
lustrate my point, I lay down the 
rule that no man ought to buy an 
automobile on credit. Hundreds do, 
and the installment payments and 
the repair bill and tire bill overlap, 
and this is worse than potatoes at 
10 cents per pound. No man ought 
to buy an automobile whose financial 
condition is such that the purchase 
of a new tire will embarrass him. 
This is worse than bread at 6 cents 
per loaf. 

Why, don’t you know that the 
family of fifteen years ago, which 
thought $75 or $100 was quite an 
investment for a bicycle, thinks little 
or spending upward of $1000 for an 
automobile!

Now, let us look at the cost of 
production. Men that raise eggs for 
market tell us that it costs around 
Los Angeles 20 cents per dozen dur- 
ing ordinary years. As the price of 
poultry feed for the past six months 
has been fully 30 per cent. higher 
than last year, eggs have been cost- 
ing the producer about 26 cents per 
dozen, and an advance must be had 
over this figure for the grower to 
make anything. These are facts that 
should be considered in dealing with 
the present high prices. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the producer is making 
less money on his eggs at present 
prices than he did last year. 

Now, let us turn to wheat, the 
foundation of bread, the staff of life, 
and what do we find? The crop of 
wheat this year, according to the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton, was 607,557,000 bushels, against 
1,011,000 bushels in 1915, and -the 
exports of wheat for the nine 
months, as reported by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington. 
were 113,312,453 bushels, and the 
same time last year they were 161,- 
761,410 bushels. The exports of 
wheat flour for the nine months end- 
ing with September were 11,470,472 
barrels, and the same time last year 
11,376,993 barrels.

He lived in a 
little cottage next door to a home 
occupied by relatives of Mr. Potts, 
the Armstrong family; with whom 
the druggist resided. These rela- 
tions, of employer and employee 
and neighbors, contifued until aft- 
er the second mysterious attack on 
Mr. Potts, when Lytle was dis- 
charged. 

Now, Holtville folks observe, Mrs. 
Sallie Armstrong, aunt of the drug- 
gist, and Mrs, Lytle are still ap- 
parently the warmest of personal 
friends; Mrs. Lytle visited Mrs. 
Armstrong at Holtville about two 
weeks ago. At that time Mr. 
Potts, who has been living in re- 
tirement, presumably at the Arm- 
strong home, chatted impersonally 
with the wife of the accused man. 
Moreover, his attitude toward Ly- 
tle, whom he says, he thinks guilty, 
is most charitable and the same has 
been observed of Lytle’s attitude to- 
ward all his accusers. 

Then there is the admitted ab- 
sence of any strong motive, assum- 
ing that Lytle is guilty as accused. 
It is said there was business jealous 
between Lytle and Mr. Potts, b 
against this it is pointed out that 
Lytla went to work for the other 
immediately after this feeling was 
supposed to have developed. The 
District Attorney, the Sheriff and 
detectives declare they have def- 
initely learned that Lytle is jealous 
of his wife. But this, says de- 
fense attorneys, is only natural; 
they do not believe a compelling 
motive for fiendish crime can be 
found in it. 

Lytle professes to believe there 
has been some sort of a “frame-up” 
of which he is the victim. He 
makes no definite charges, and his 
attorneys specifically state they have 
only commendation for the Sheriff's 
office of Imperial county, and for all 
local officials.

the first-mentioned source many 
thousands of dollars’ worth were ob- 
tained as a by-product. 

At San Diego the Lower California 
Chemical Company is erecting the 
first unit of a plant which will be de- 
voted to the making of orcein dyes, 
using as a raw material the orchilla 
weed, a moss found growing in vast 
quantities along the western const 
of Lower California. It is claimed 
that these dyes can be produced 
eheaper than the imported article 
and are equal, if not superior, to the 


DYESTUFFS. 

Another dyestuff enterprise of the 
year is the Internal Dye Products 
Company, which. has recently 
equipped a new plant at Vernon. 
This company is backed by Los An- 
geles men and will engage in the 
manufacture of aniline dyes, using 
as raw materials the by-products of 
the local oil refineries and gas plants. 

At Corona, Riverside county, the 
Citrus By-Products Company, a co- 
operative organization composed of 
various members of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange, has been 
in active operation manufacturing 
eitrice acid from cull lemons, having 
used this year over 2000 tons of the 
latter. The principal source of this 
commodity has been Italy, where 
in some sections the industry con- 
sumes from one-third to the whole 
of the lemon crop. 

During the year three new con- 
cerns have gone into the manufac- 
ture of strontium nitrate. This 
chemical is largely employed in the: 
manufacture of red.fire and is used 
by manufacturers of fireworks and 
railway signals. The raw material 
comes from San Bernardino and Im-

Perial counties, Prior to the war 
practically all this commodity was 
imported from Europe. The new 
companies in operation are F. G. 
| Mortimer Company. at Vernon; Long 
Reach Chemical Company, and 
Southern Reduction Company, both 


also operates a new plant at Vernon, 


chloride of lime and chlorine. An- 
other new enterprise at Vernon is 
the California Chemical Company, 
which is now erecting a plant for the 
manufacture of orchard sprays. 

The Linde Air Products Conipany, 
which operates factories in twenty or 


more American cities, has just com- | 


pleted in Los Angeles a modern 
plant for the manufacture of oxygen 
gas. 

During the year the Grand Can- 
yon Lime and Cement Company has 
equipped and placed in operation a 
complete establishment for the man- 
ufacture of hydrated lime. 

The Industrial Bureau has been 
advised of the erection of a factony 
at Escondido which will handle euca- 
lyptus lumber from the large groves 
in that vicinity. One of the impor- 
tefit by-products will be eucalyptus 
oil, now largely used in manufactur- 
ing pharmaceutical preparations. 

OTHER NEW PRODUCTS. 


Other new products of the year 
are molybdic acid salts, made by the 
Rose Chemical Company and Amer- 
ican Alloy and Chemical Conipany, 
tungstic acid by the Tungsten Mines 
Company, and oxide of antimony by 
the Western Metals Company. In 
addition to the foregoing there have 
been made in limited quantities mo- 
lybdic oxide, ammonium molybdate, 
ferro tungsten, ferro manganese, 
ferro+vanadium, ferro molybdenum 
and strontium hydrate. Crude sul- 
phur from Nevada has found a ready

FOR GUARDSMEN,

Official assurance that the work of 
the Atfmy Y.M.C.A. among the 130,- 
000 National Guardsmen and regu- 
lar troops stationed on the border, 
from San Diego to San Antonio, will 
be maintained until January 1 at 
least, was received yesterday by the 
Los Angeles Y.M.C.A. Reports from 
dquarters of the association in 
ew York, sent to General Secre- 
tary Luther of the local association, 
indicate there is no expectation of 
the troops being out of Mexico by the 
first of the year. 

The Y.M.C.A. committee in charge 
of the Mexican border work is now 
engaged. in raising a budget of at 
least $130,000 to carry the work of 
150 secretaries in forty-one Y.M.C.A, 
centers along the border beyond the 


' holidays, or even well into the spring. 


It is stated the Y.M.C.A. will con- 
tinue with the National Guardsmen 
no matter how long they remain on 
patrol duty. 

Reports from secretaries on the 
border give the work of the Y.M.C.A, 
among the soldiers an important 
place in camp life. The troops are 
writing as many as 60,000 letters a 
day in Y.M.C.A. buildings. U to 
December 1, the report says, ninety 
tons of writing paper and eighty 
tons of magazines had been distrib- 
uted among the soldfers.

AVOCADO TREES 
MUST BE HARDY 


Folly to Plant Varieties Un- 
suited to Climate. 


Fruit Now not the Greatest 
Consideration. 


Expert Gives Culture Rules 
for Alligator Pear. 


That the avocado industry in 
Southern California will remain in 
its swaddling clothes as long as 
growers devote their attention to 


‘the production of excellent fruit 


rather than sturdy trees is the opin- 
ion of W. A. Spinks of Duarte, one 
of the pioneers of avocado culture 
in the State. The avocado tree must 
be strong, grow rapidly and erect 


and withstand cold, wind and heat, 
says Mr. Spinks. Without these es- 


sentials as a foundation, planting 
will be a failure in time, no matter 
what the size and quantity of fruit 
the grower may expect to produce, 
It is folly to plant an invalid va- 
riety of tree simply because it is 
supposed to bear a fine, large fruit, 
he says. 

At his Duarte ranch Mr. Spinks is 
conducting hundreds of experiments, 
with the object of producing a 
beautiful, sturdy, quick-growing tree 
that is suitable to local climatic con- 
ditions. “Get the tree first, the fruit 
will follow,” is his motto. And from 
among the thousands of seedlings 
planted since he began the study of 
the avocado there are now coming 
into bearing a number of trees that 
show good indications, both in. the 
ideals of plant and fruit. He has 
twenty-five trees of unnamed varie- 
ties coming into bearing for the first 
time this winter, and nearly all of 
them are of promise. 

MAKING PROGRESS. 


Relative to the future of the avo- 
eado industry in Southern Califor- 
nia, the comparative importanee of 
trees and crops, and just what to 
expect in. both fruit and plant, Mr. 
Spinks says: 

“Those who doubt that the avo- 
cado industry is making headway in 


or ten years to a time when not one 
person in a thousand believed that 


California should think back eight. thus enabling you to select your own 


should have the following points 

nstantly in mind: 

“First, your ioo must be strong. 
There is a vast difference in varie- 
ties in thie respect. It must grow 
-apidly and erect, withstanding 
cold, heat and wind. Without these 
essentials as a foundation, your 
planting will be a failure, no matter 
what size and quantity of fruit you 
expect to produce. Many orchard- 
ists already realize the folly of 
planting weak and invalid trees be- 
cause they were supposed to bear 


fine, large fruit. You must have a 
tree before you can have fruit. 
“Nearly all varieties grow strong 
and erect from seed, but many when 
budded grow weak, timber and 
droopy. Some will live a year or 
two and then die, others until] they 
bear a few fruits, while still vthers 
will live on from year to year, but 
make slow and unsatisfactory 
growth. Select a tree which grows, 
rapidly and bears young; you don’t 
want to walt forever for results. 
“The second point is that your 
tree must be a true annual, bearine 
a full crop each year. With th 
avocado as with other fruit trees, 
there are varieties which bear a full 
crop only once in two, three or four 


years... 

‘Thirdly. your tree must not only 
mature at least a portion of its crop 
early, but must be able to hold It 
on the tree months after maturity,

the fruit could be raised here at all. 
Expert horticulturists were as much 
in ignorance of the real facts as 
other people, all believing the avo- 
cado to be of a strictly tropical 
nature, like the banana, pineapple 
or mango.

Indeed, some good authorities assert 
that the area for avocado culture 
will be found much greater than 
that of the orange. This being the 
case, and the great intrinsic value 
of the fruit being conceded, it seems 
strange we have been so slow to/| 
learn the facts and establish the in- 
dustry. 

“The very simple explanation of 
it all is this: Avocados are indig- 
enous to Mexico; Central America | 
and the northern coast regions of | 
South America, being the native 
laurel of that part of the earth, just 
as the bay tree, so called, is the 
native laurel of California. and the 
camphor the laurel of the Asiatic 
coast. These are all closely related 
to the English laurel. You will find 
by examining one of the small, mar- 
ble-like nuts of the abay tree that 
it is really a miniature “Avocado, con- 
taining one large seed, just as its 
cousin, the avocado, does. Who can: 
tell how many thousands of years 
and what climatic conditions and 
other circumstances have been re- 
quired to reduce it to its present in- 
significant size? 

“In its native land the avocado 
flourishes from tropical sea level 
regions to the high altitudes. varv- | 
ing in its cold resistance according 
to its environment. The tropical 
kinds growing at sea, and being ac- | 
cessible, were taken by ships to!

Then the aeroplane will be 
just as safe as an automobile.”
